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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 1-10, 33-42, 56 and 59 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement, for reasons as of 
record to the enabling of the increasing of the mass and energy content of the gas. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. Claims 1-10, 33-42, 56 and 59 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101, for 
reasons as of record. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 20 October 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's argument that "nowhere in the specification does 
applicant claim that mass is increased", as the specific density is defined in page 10 
of the specification as the density of a gas in atomic mass unit, the specific 
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density is indeed related to mass of the gas and the recited increasing in specific 
density of the gas is indeed reciting the increase in mass of the gas. 

As to the argument on the increasing of the energy content of the gas, the 
rejections are maintained since the gas being a matter cannot increase it energy 
content.
